MORE ABOUT ATSC 3.0 

Here’s more from Steve Rich about how ATSC 3.0 works in the real worls: “While | was able to receive ATSC 
3.0 WSTR 18, Cincinnati @ 191 miles from Milford, IL last hour, | was checking to see what QAM format each 
of the five streams this channel is carrying are using. The first station to come up in the list, and to decode, is 
WSTR using 16 QAM. The next station in the list is WKRC, using 64 QAM. The next three stations, WLWT, WXIX 
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& WCPO, are all using 256 QAM. WSTR with 16 QAM was by far the easiest to decode, even with a marginal 
signal. Next was WKRC with 64 QAM. The three stations using 256 QAM were by far the toughest ones to get a 
decode unless the signal was much stronger. The less data being transmitted, a low QAM number, the easier it 
is for the tuner to decode the signal. Also, this information from GatesAir features many aspects of 3.0, 
including coverage charts relating to the various QAM formats.In comparison to WSTR's various QAM formats, 
my local 3.0 station, WTTK 15, is using 256 QAM on all four streams that it carries. 


MORE DOUBLE HOP 

Here’s an email from Timothy Land with more double hop! Tim writes “Hi Mike. A couple weeks ago | was 
going through (still) some unattended recordings from July 14, 2021 and found an ID for 96.7 KZIN Shelby, 
Montana at 1697 miles. | posted it to the WTFDA Forums in "Your FM DX Logs". | didn't know if you saw it or 
not. It could make for a little bit of content in the next Digest, but | don't know with it being four months old 
now. This is my second-farthest FM catch. The farthest for me is 93.7 CKUA Calgary, AB at 1849 mi also posted 
on the WTFDA Forums since 2012. My DX arsenal consists of: Two Sony XDR-S10HDIP's, Three Sony XDR-

up! (Tim, you still have a TX-11? That tuner was one of my all-time favorites. | can’t remember what happened 
to mine, | probably sold it, but occasionally | check eBay to see if any are still for sale. I’ve thought about 
buying another one, if just for old time sake. The noise reduction on that thing was amazing! but then | think 
about all the IBOC I have here and snap back to reality, lol. -ed)

NEW TV STATIONS 


The FCC expects to hold an auction for new full-power TV stations in June. An inquiry was opened in 
late November regarding procedures for this auction. 27 channels are involved. 


As you may remember, when the digital conversion began, the Commission deleted all unused 
channel allocations. All channels in the Table of Allocations were occupied, either by an operating 
DTV station or a permit for a new DTV station. 


Some of these new-station permits were never built. Some stations were operating but have since 
gone dark for economic or regulatory reasons. | see one channel in the table that was sold in the 
incentive auction. Earlier this year, Gray Television successfully petitioned for the addition of two 
more channels to the table; those channels also appear in this auction.

The release didn’t note the maximum permissible powers for these channels. One might 
assume it would be at least as much as the station previously authorized for that channel 
used, as long as that station operated in digital. In many cases it’s likely a new station 
could use more power than the channel’s previous tenant. The petitions to assign 
channels in Freeport and Eagle River have shown they are not limited by any other 


stations. 


FRANKENFM REPORT 


As you may remember from last month, “FrankenFMs” operating in ATSC 3.0 and analog 
FM simultaneously are required to submit 90-day and 180-day reports. | looked at 
WMTO-LD’s 90-day report last month. Several others are in. 


KXDP-LD, Denver: 


KXDP installed an Anywave AG-DBUHD1000 Digital Box, connected to a Dell computer 
monitor, in a Ford F150. A Clearstream 2V antenna was used. It should be noted 

Clearstream does not specify this antenna as supporting low-VHF; the VHF element is 
only 35.5” long. For channel 6 it should be around 54”. (and about 60” for channel 2) 
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The antenna was held just outside the passenger window of the truck. Five test sites 
were chosen, between 25 and 35 miles from the tower. The ATSC 3.0 digital video was 
received at all five sites; FM audio, received on the truck’s built-in radio, was interference 
free at all sites. 


WTBS-LD, Atlanta: 

WTBS used a Sony Bravia X85] receiver. (at $650 on BestBuy.com, this is an affordable 
way to get into ATSC 3.0. | cannot vouch for its DX properties(grin)) The antenna was a 
Clearstream 2MAX. The manufacturer claims VHF support without distinguishing 
between high-VHF and low-VHF. The VHF element is shorter than the 2V (31.5”) so | 
would say low-VHF support would be limited. 


As in Denver, the antenna was held outside the vehicle. Five points northeast of Atlanta 
were tested, between the transmitter site and Duluth, Ga.. Reception, both ATSC 3.0 TV 
and analog FM, was interference-free at all sites. 


WRME-LD, Chicago: 

WRME did not field test. They submitted theoretical coverage maps plotting the 
interference-protected service area of the ATSC 3.0 TV signal. (reaching out to Peotone to 
the south; Waukegan to the north; Elburn to the west; and Gary to the east). They also 
plotted what the protected service area of the analog FM signal would be if it were 
licensed as a radio station. (Tinley Park to the south, Highland Park to the north, Glen 
Ellyn to the west, and just barely into Indiana to the east) 


WRME writes “Licensee is not aware of any requirement that a service provided on an 
ancillary or supplementary basis must reach the exact same populations as the primary 
video service. Cf. 47 C.F.R. § 73.624(c) (authorizing ancillary or supplementary services 
“on a broadcast, point-to-point or point-to-multipoint basis,” which by definition may not 
reach the same population as the DTV signal).” 


lam not a lawyer, but | am not convinced a LPTV station is authorized to carry an 
“ancillary” service by 73.624(c). Part 73 is the regulations for full-power stations. LPTVs 
are authorized under Part 74. Regulation 74.780 is a list of Part 73 regulations that also 
apply to low-power stations. 73.624 is not in that list. Arguably, 74.789 has superseded 
74.780, providing a list of regulations elsewhere that apply to digital LPTVs. There is only 
one Part 73 regulation in this list, and it isn’t 73.624. 


KBKF-LD, San Jose: 

KBKF used a Triveni Digital StreamScope. This is a professional signal analyzer. (the 
station | work for has a different model. ATSC 3.0 didn’t exist when we bought ours, so it 
only supports ATSC 1.0.) Triveni provides a LowaSis LDA-1200 USB receiver for use with 
the ATSC 3.0 StreamScope. Don’t ask me where to get one - | tried without success... 


The antenna used was what hams would call a “halo”. It’s a folded dipole (an aluminum 
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tubing version of the “ribbon” antenna commonly supplied with home stereo receivers), 
bent into a circle. Quoting the report, “The claim that it is omnidirectional proved to be 
less than accurate.” The antenna was tied down to a cardboard box that was in turn 
lashed to the roof rack on a SUV. Really, it’s a bit comical to look at the photos — but it 
worked. 


KBKF transmits from Loma Prieta, well to the south of the city. Reception was tested at nine sites 
up I-880 and I-680 between Hwy. 85 and Hwy. 237. Nothing is mentioned about FM audio 
reception, but | think you can assume it worked at all nine sites. ATSC 3.0 TV reception definitely 
worked at all sites. They did test several more distant sites where ground level reception was 
difficult. A few feet of elevation helped. (1 doubt most DXers would be surprised) 


KZNO-LD, Big Bear Lake, California (Los Angeles): 

KZNO is owned by the same firm that runs Chicago’s WRME. The stations’ 90-day reports are 
nearly identical. This station, too, did not field test and claimed 73.624(c) doesn’t require a 
showing of equal radio and TV coverage. 


Claimed theoretical TV coverage is from the Ventura County line to the west, to the San Diego 


County line to the east and into western Riverside and San Bernardino Counties. Theoretical FM 
coverage is from Topanga to El Toro.

It is certainly 
possible that we see some E-Skip activity start to build as we head into December, 
albeit more of the novelty variety. Keep an eye on the dials. 


FM DX HIGHLIGHTS 


Josh in Mountain Home, AR, Fred Nordquist in Moncks Corner, SC, and Chris Dunne 
in Pembroke Pines, FL all checked in with some solid tropo logs at various points in 
the month with the Gulf of Mexico-fueled activity. 


We also saw Dave Nieman in Bradford, PA log some morning meteor scatter 
catches, and that should only continue as the Geminids meteor shower, for my 
money the best shower of the calendar year as far as an association with FM Ms 
activity, peaks on the 14" of December.
